One of the anomalies of the agricultural 
spirit of the day is the fact that so little atten­ 
tion comparatively is paid to the cultivation 
of fruit in the United Slates. 
With soil and 
climate adapted to the growth of almost every 
variety, find with, thus far, an eager demand 
for all that has been produced, It would 
seem that apart from all other considerations 
that of immediate profit would awaken in the 
minds of the masses of the farming commu­ 
nity, if not a love for pomology, a disposi­ 
tion, at least, to pursue it Blore largely and 
earnestly as a calling for mere money's sake. 
That the taste for fruit-growing is on the 
advance may not be disputed, but that its 
progress has been snail-like compared with 
what it should have been is equally undeni­ 
able. 
This may in a measure be attributed to 
tho fact that cating fruit as an article of daily 
diet is a yet-to-be-acquired national art. 
As 
a nation, we are confessedly the greatest 
maat-eaters in the world; to partake of ani­ 
mal food at least three times a day is one of 
the prime essentials of Young America’s edu­ 
cation. 
From the merest infancy to far 
advanced senility, meat, meat, meat, is the 
indispensable of tile daily meal, and fruit Hie 
exception. 
All experience has clearly dem­ 
onstrated that this national penchant for 
moat Is detrimental to material health, and is 
therefore unwise. 
Hut leaving the physiologi­ 
cal points involved for discussion by the 
medical fraternity, I desire to srfy a few words 
in relation to Hie positive, pecuniary advan­ 
tages derivable from Hie prosecution of fruit­ 
growing to a moderate extent. 
First of all, the farmer who cultivates the 
leading varieties of fruit on a scr.ie sufficient 
for the wants of his own family, by which I 
mean their use ag an article of daily diet, 
and at the same time a* a substitute at one or 
more of each day’s meals, not only thereby 
promotes ids family’s liealth and comfort, but 
puts money in ids pocket. 
This lie accom­ 
plishes iii several way#. 
It costs less to raise 
fruit titan pork or beef —that i#, fruit ilia | 
costs a dollar to grow will go further as un 
article of regular diet than the pork or l«yf 
that can Im? produced for the same amount.; 
Again, a family whine diet is composed to a 
reat extent of ri|K>, wholesome fruit, mil*, 
(thor things being equal, have fewer occa­ 
sions for Hie doctor's service, a something 
deserving of consideration iii making up un 
estimate. And yet again, tho Cann that is 
judiciously stocked with well-cared for fruit- 
trees, though I*** artistic iu appearance, |M*r-| 
haps, than •Ollie of the fashionable modern­ 
ized ones, where cosily evergreens and rare 
deciduous trees arc planted iii stately rows 
has nevertheless an air of substantial comfort 
aland it that largely compensates for the 
absence of these more ornate, i>erhaps, but 
I decidedly less profitable embellishments. 
To my mind a farm without a reasonable 
supply of good fruit is an anomaly that ut 
once deprives it of its right to the tills of a 
faun. 
Agriculture aud horticulture are twin 
I sisters. They go, or should go, hand in hand. 
To separate them seems a violation of Na­ 
ture’s laws of which nu true farmer is guilty. 
I cure not how well Ids aero# are titled, how 
bcautitul his crops, how thoroughbred his 
stock, and how complete his farm appliances 
generally, if fruit is wanting, his is not a farm 
in the Hue sense of the world. 
Finally, a 
farm welt stocked with fruit, iu addition to 
being a source of comfort and health to the 
family, immediate protit to the owner, and 
pleasant sight to all, has in it an intrinsic 
value far above the cost of rearing those fruit 
trees aud cultivating those fruit patches. 
If 
it Ut’Omes advisable or necessary to sell, then 
the estimation in which fruit is held by buyers 
generally, reveals itself. 
A few weeks since I 
made up my mind to porvhsuo a small farm iii 
the vicinity of a large city. 
A number were 
examined. Some abounded iii fruit treus 
ures; others were as barren of them a* the 
Desert of Sahara. 
Is it necessary to say 
which commanded the highest price, mid 
which, almost in anality, found the most 
eager purchaser- * In several cases in which 
the buildings, number of acres, mid natural 
advantages were nearly equal, the fruit 
slocked farm was valued at from 30 to M |ter 
cent, higher than its fruitless neighbor, aud 
would tiring it. 
For these mid many oilier 
reasons that might lie adduced, is it not sin 
gular (hat so few farmers, comparatively, 
give even cabiai attention to fruit culture ?■

Where all this capital came 
from can be inferred from the fact that some 
time ago Sir Albert was introduced to un 
American named Harpenden, who went to] 
London to sell a valuable property in Califor­ 
nia, with silver close to (he surface worth 
£200,000. On Ilarpcnden's being introduced, 
the Baron started the ''California Miuing 
Company,'* with a nominal capital of £1,000,- 
000. This Company was conqiosod of Albert 
Grant’s seven clerks.

for £230,000; then sold it the Mineral Hill Sil­ 
er Mining Company for £180,000; these 
[being the two acts of the Company during 
its existence.

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Farms W ithout Frulls. 
Oue of the anomalies of the agricultural 
spirit of the day is the fact that so little atten­ 
tion comparatively is paid to the cultivation 
of fruit in the United States. 
With soil and 
climate adapted to the growth of almost every 
variety, and with, thus far, an eager demand 
for all that has been produced, it would 
seem that apart from all other considerations 
that of immediate profit would awaken in the 
minds of the masses of the farming commu­ 
nity, if not a love for pomology, a disposi­ 
tion, at lea3t, to pursue it more largely and 
earnestly as a calling for mere money’s sake. 
That the taste for fruit-growing is on the 
advance may not be disputed, but that its 
progress has been snail-like compared with 
what it should have been is equally undeni­ 
able. 
This may in a measure be attributed to 
the fact that-eating fruit as an article of daily 
diet is a yet-to-be-acquired national art. 
As 
a nation, we are confessedly the greatest 
ineat-ealers in the world; to partake of ani­ 
mal food at least three times a day is one of 
the prime essentials of Young America’s edu­ 
cation. 
From the merest infancy to far 
advanced senility, meat, meat, meat, is the 
indispensable of the daily meal, and fruit the 
exception. 
All experience has clearly dem­ 
onstrated that this national penchant for 
meat is detrimental to material health, and is 
therefore unwise. 
But leaving the physiologi­ 
cal points involved for discussion by the 
medical fraternity, I desire to say a few words 
in relation to the positive, pecuniary advan­ 
tages derivable from the prosecution of fruit­ 
growing to a moderate extent. 
First of all, the farmer who cultivates the 
leading varieties of fruit on a scale sufficient 
for the wants of his own family, by which I 
mean their use as an article of daily diet, 
and at the same time as a substitute at one or 
more of each day’s meals, not only thereby 
promotes his family’s health and comfort, but 
puls money in his pocket. 
This lie accom­ 
plishes in several ways. 
It costs less to raise 
fruit than pork or beef—that is, fruit Ilia j 
costs a dollar to grow will go further as an 
article of regular diet than the pork or beef 
that can be produced for the same amount. 
Again, a family whose diet is composed to a 
great extent of ripe, wholesome fruit, will, 
other tilings being equal, have fewer occa­ 
sions for the doctor’s service, a something 
deserving of consideration in making up an 
estimate. 
And yet again, the farm that is 
judiciously stocked with well-cared for fruit- 
trees, though less artistic in appearance, per­ 
haps, than some of the fashionable modern­ 
ized ones, where costly evergreens and rare 
deciduous trees arc planted in stately row3 
lias nevertheless an air of substantial comfort 
about it that largely compensates for the 
absence of these more ornate, perhaps, but 
decidedly less profitable embellishments. 
To my mind a farm without a reasonable 
supply of good fruit is an auomaly that at 
once deprives it of its right to the title of a 
farm. 
Agriculture and horticulture are twin 
sisters. 
They go, or should go, hand in hand. 
To separate them seems a violation or Na­ 
ture’s laws of which no true farmer is guilty. 
I care not how well his acres are titled, how 
beautiful his crops, how thoroughbred his 
stock, and how complete his farm appliances 
generally, if fruit is wanting, his is not a farm 
in the true sense of the world. 
Finally, a 
farm well stocked with fruit, in addition to 
being a source of comfort and health to the 
family, immediate profit to the owner, and a 
pleasant sight to all, has in it an intrinsic 
value far above the cost of rearing those fruit 
trees and cultivating those fruit patches. 
If 
it becomes advisable or necessary to sell, then 
the estimation in which frnit is held by buyers 
generally, reveals itself. 
A few weeks since I 
made up my mind to purchase a small farm in 
the vicinity of a large city. 
A number were 
examined. 
Some abounded in fruit treas­ 
ures; others were as barren of them as the 
Desert of Sahara. 
Is it necessary to say 
which commanded the highest price, and 
which, almost invariably, found the most 
eager purchasers f In several cases in which 
the buildings, number of acres, anil natural 
advantages were nearly equal, the fruit- 
slocked farm was valued at from 30 to GO per 
cent, higher than its fruitless neighbor, and 
would bring it. 
For these and many other 
reasons that might be adduced, is it not sin­ 
gular (hat so few farmers, comparatively, 
give even casual attention to fruit culture?— 
W. L. R. 


Decadence of llic Old Ilnglislt Nobil- 
iíJ. 
The London correspondence of the Cincin­ 
nati Commercial tells some curious stories 
illustrating the rapid decline of the old no­ 
bilily in England. 
At this moment, there is 
goiug up at Kensington a mansion which 
belittles all the residences of the. nobility— 
makes the neighboring houses of the Howards, 
the Argylls, the Airlies, <tc., look like porters’ 
lodges—looks down upon Kensington Palace, 
where little Victoria first learned that she 
was Queen of England, and turns it to com­ 
parative insignificance. 
It is preparing to 
hold the magnificence of Sir Albert Grant, 
baronet by the will of Gladstone. 
For his 
gallery, pictures of enormous magnitude are 
said to have been already purchased—one of 
them for £15,000. Where all this capital came 
from can be inferred from the fact that some 
time ago Sir Albert was introdnced to an 
American named Harpenden, who went to 
London to sell a valuable properly in Califor­ 
nia, with silver close to the surface worth 
£200,000. 
On Harpenden’s being introduced, 
the Baron started the “California Mining 
Company,"’ with a nominal capital of £1,000,- 
000. 
This Company was composed of Albert 
Grant's seven clerks. 
It bought the property 
for £230,000; then sold it the Mineral Hill Sil­ 
ver Mining Company for £480,000; these 
being the two acts of the Company during 
its existence. 
“But it turned out,” said the 
Vice-Chancellor, “that the latter Company 
was completely swindled. 
The £200,000 of 
silver ore had no existence, and the Company 
came to ruin.” It is not stated that the seven 
clerk3 received baronetcies, or that they con­ 
template building palaces at Kensington with 
their share of the “loot.”

About 
half-past four in the morning Mrs. Navans, 
the wife of a well-known manufacturer owning 
a handsome country villa a mile and a half 
above the town, awakening suddenly found 
her liege lord absent from her side.

an alarm, and a search being made by the 
two sous of Mr. Navans, the missing husband 
was found up to bis neck in water in a disused 
cistern, and clinging to a cross-bar for sup­ 
port.

rites the bitterness aud hostility of Die war. 
Vows of vengeance are properly not regarded 
in its observance nor does the Hat, Satanic 
head of the old aerical of strife peep up from 
aniotig the fragrant roses that shall tie left to­ 
night slowly lo wither upon the stones which 
guard the soldier's long and |ieaceful real.— 
The day is a grandchild of stem and scarred 
Mars, but utterly without his disposition. 
What matter* it whether the voiceless tenant 
of the house u|*ou whose grassy roof these 
wreaths are scattered, fought under Graut or 
Lee, Sheridan or Early ? 
Who needs stop to 
ask whether tie was enrolled in Massachusetts 
or proudly claimed a home iii the Palmetto 
state—it is all tho same. 
We celebrate cour­ 
age, which knows no sectional proprietorship 
iu America, aud devoliou uuto death, which 
is indigenous to Die laud of tho cottou aud 
the cane, as it is to the snow-bound North. 
Because thousands of gallant Southern bots 
died for a cause which we of a ditterent region 
have beeu taught to think of as one of the 
worst that can lake form in a nation, it Is not 
uow necessary for us to sjiecialize against 
them.

dreading country, 
rather than an

power—when w e recollect this, we find it all the 
easier to forgive the loose logic of its more 
unfortunate side and to heave the pitying 
sigh that indicates no shallowness of the head 
or weakness of priuciple, for Die dead in un 
unhallowed cause.

The keeping of this 
holiday is a national sacrament; the memory 
of millions will be busy with the past, but that 
past will not look to many as it did in the 
summer of ISAS just after ti e surrender at 
Appomattox.

A celebrated physio-psycliologist says that 
“ Persona have often hanged themselves on 
the suggestion of seeing a rope.” Won’t 
somebody take a coil of it to Washington and 
lay it around that city and the departments in 
the proper lengths f The principle mighi 
work, and in an emergency any chance is 
worth taking. 
We have but little hope of any good to corne 
to the country from Congressional tinkering 
with the tarifl. As it is, the tariff is capable 
of vast improvement, but a sot has been grow 
ing no better since the war began, but feed­ 
ing monopolies all the time, we have no ex­ 
pectation of anything better now. If we could 
get a reasonably just tariff and keep it with­ 
out change, business would feel thankful; for 
the'country i9 sutleriug from need of some 
fixed policy on production, sale and im­ 
portation. 
We knew it, we said so, and are glad of it.. 
Cox’s lecture netted $2,000 for the Mississippi 
sufierers. If Steinway Hall had been bigger 
it (the lecture, not the hall), would have nett- 
ed more still. Like bread leavened to light­ 
ness,that $2,000 is no soggy lump of enforced 
benevolence; it ¡3 full of the fuu which in­ 
voked it aud elastic with the good will which 
seuds it. Aud to say that, is to say much. 
We like Cox or we shouldn’t say so much 
ubout him. And we don’t believe that 1’lielps 
from New Jersey is half us funny as Cox; how 
can he be with such a po3t-ofiice address? 
Dr. liauiuioud’s address before the Medico- 
Legal Society on “ Morbid Impulse” deserves 
much more than a glance and a dismissal. It 
treats of an obscure form of combined meutal, 
moral and nervous action—a kuowledge of 
which is nnportaut to the lawyer no less than 
to the physiciau. We are glad to remark tlmt 
Dr.. Hammond takes conservative ground in 
respect to the plea of insanity so frequently 
and sometimes adroitly made iu modern legal 
practice; holding that every man, no matter 
what his grade of mentality or kind of disease, 
should be confronted with the doctriue of per­ 
sonal respoasibilily as a check to crime it not 
always as an argument for penalty. 
We see but one of two courses open to Saw 
yer, Richardsou aud theotherslandered saints 
of the Treasury; and that is either to unloose 
their own shoe-latchets or wait with what 
patience they may for a generation worthy to 
do it Tor them. When John the baptist used 
the shoe-latchet Ugure, he modestly pul him­ 
self iu the light of b*eing unworthy to unloose 
that of a Man who was to come. Our nine­ 
teenth century protits—(is that spelled right ?) 
pul tile bool on the other leg, or, should we 
say, the scandal on the other foot. They, not 
consulting for an instant with modesty, of 
which they know no more than John did of 
the moiety laws, forthwith proclaim to an 
awed universe that they must either take their 
shoes to bed with them or perform a menial’s 
olllce for themselves—no others being worthy. 
Well, it is indeed a miserable situation; but 
don't leave us to die of mortification, gentle­ 
men. If we cannot unloose your latcliets, 
perhaps you wouldn’t mind allowing us to 
scrape your soles i is that spelled right?) in 
case the mud of an ungrateful worid happens 
to stick to them. How wonderfully virtuous, 
by il3 own confession, is your high ofilcial 
when all is lost but virtue. 


Ail Old 'I'rirk.

Gen. Concha will please 
take notice. 


Decoration lla ), 
To-day this nation keeps one of its newest 
festivals; one including ceremonies more pa­ 
thetic, if not in some respects so noble and 
high, than any other. There will be almost 
numberless processions threading their way 
to simple country graveyards, city cemeter­ 
ies and to lonely graves iu deserted corners, 
bearing tlowers native to difierent latitudes, 
of every hue and odor, to strew upon the 
mound beneath which sleep the brave and 
the true. Decoration Day lias no political 
nor oven patriotic significance; it is a day 
dedicated to love and remembrance. 
Tho 
distinguishing words “ unionist ” and “ rebel ” 
are disallowed in its vocabulary; for it is not 
intended to perpetuate by its sweet and open 
rites the bitterness and hostility of the war. 
Vows of vengeance are properly not regarded 
in its observance nor does the Hat, Satanic 
head of the old serpent of strife peep up from 
among the fragrant roses that shall be left to­ 
night slowly to wither upon the stones which 
guard the soldier’s long and peaceful rest.— 
The day is a grandchild of stern and scarred 
Mars, but utterly without his disposition. 
What matters it whether the voiceless tenant 
or the house upon whose grassy roof these 
wreaths are scattered, fought under Grant or 
Lee, Sheridan or Early ? Who needs stop to 
ask whether lie was enrolled in Massachusetts 
or proudly claimed a home iu the Palmetto 
state—it is all tho same. We celebrate cour­ 
age, which knows no sectional proprietorship 
iu America, aud devotion uuto death, which 
is indigenous to the laud of tho cotton and 
the cane, as it is to the snow-bound North. 
Because thousands of gallant Southern boys 
died Tor a cause which we of a difierent region 
have been taught to think of as one of the 
worst that can take form in a nation, it is not 
now necessary for us to specialize against 
them. 
Had they fought less bravely 
aud well, it hud cost U3 less to conquer them. 
And it is a noticeable and complimentary 
fact, that the officers and soldiers of the dis­ 
banded armies of the union are first and 
quickest to recognize both the personal and 
military merit3 of their fallen foes. When we 
further call to mind that the struggle entitled 
the rebellion was not so much the outcome of 
individual animosity or ambition, as it was, 
in Mr. Seward’s analytic words, an “irrepres­ 
sible conflict,” a war of ideas, one which 
seemed to force itself upon a reluctant aud 
dreading country, rather than an onset 
of one portion upon the other for place or 
power—when we recollect this, we find it all the 
easier to forgive the loose logic of its more 
unfortunate side and to heave the pitying 
sigh that indicates no shallowuess of the head 
or weakness of principle, for tho dead in an 
unhallowed cause. To forgive is always grand 
and to forget ofleuces where, to say the least 
of it, the responsibility is not wholly fixed by 
a geographical parallel, ought not to be hard 
to the educated and Christianized North. Nor 
is it. The mingled sympathy aud regret of 
this day, felt by two great divisions of out- 
common country, will do more toward settling 
some of the political questions left to U3 by 
our armed quarrel, than the statistics of the 
economists or the bombastic raut of the poli­ 
ticians. “Patriotism,” says Dr. Johnson, “is 
the last refuge of a scoundrel.” If the cyni­ 
cal old moralist meant patriotism in the form 
of a plea to cover treachery and self-seeking, 
we should not debate the point with him; but 
of the kind which blends the warm currents 
of human affection, domestic grief, veneration 
for valor an€ the worship of endurance and 
self-sacrifice, with the] river of its adulation 
for national institutions and laws—of this, we 
ure sure, the grufl philosopher would speak a 
softer and truer word. On the Fourth of July 


our oralora are permitted to declaim of tho 
pluck and faith of the fouuders of the Kepu'i- 
lic, as distinctly and uncompromisingly taking 
a 
perilous 
position 
against 
tyranuy 
which had no excuse; on Decoration Day they 
are not required by public feeling to driw the 
line3 which divide the reasons c.‘ 
was at 
once a vast calamity and an essential blessing, 
into two gigantic halves. The keeping of this 
holiday is a national sacrament; the memory 
of millions will be busy with the past, but that 
past will not look to many as It did in the 
summer of 1805 just after ti e surrender at 
Appomattox. Then the North rejoiced and 
praised God with an acidulous enthusiasm 
pardonable only because of the length and in­ 
tensity of the trouble which had ended so hap­ 
pily for us; while the south sat, like Niobe, in 
stony grief among the ruins of her hopes; 
hopes no less real aud inspiring to her, not­ 
withstanding their accomplishment would 
have set back the hand of progress upon the 
dial of tune a hundred years. To-day the re­ 
trospect resembles one of Angelo’s or Giotto’s 
cbancel-pieces, the soft haze of a changing 
decade obscuring its harsh outlines and con­ 
spicuous contrasts, and giving us instead, the 
alternating lights and shadows of higher 
truths than are contained in mere victory or 
defeat. Sweet sleep to the brave and manly 
forms that lie so quietly under the roses to-day. 
Blue-coat and gray, carrying the true flag or 
its counterfeit, perished in forts, on moun­ 
tains, in the lagoons, iu the muddy trenches 
or on the sea—they died not ii> vain; some­ 
thing lias been ill istratedand something gam­ 
ed by their loss, that shall not again pass 
away. Death alone makes good immortal 
and that alone we have which has long been 
taken from us. The flowers will fall to dust 
like those who lie so still beneath them; but 
the brave and true shall be remen'beml when, 
as of Holmes’ “ Grigette," 
The years have clothed the lino in moss 
That tells their name and days, 
And withered on their simple cro33 
The wreaths of Pere-la-Chaise!

UNITED S I A TES CON Oil ESS. 
SENATE. 
Washington, M ay 29. 
Mr. WRIGHT entered a motion to recon­ 
sider the vote of yesterday rejecting the bill 
to establish the Territory of Pembina. 
The Chair laid before the Senate the House 
finance bill with the resolution of the House 
disagreeing to tho. Senate amendments, and 
asking for a committee of conference. 
Mr. WRIGHT moved that the Senate insist 
upon its amendments and grant the confer­ 
ence asked by the House. 
Agreed lo—yeas 
31, nays 21, and the Chair appointed Morton, 
Sherman and Merrimon as such committee on 
the part of the Senate. 
After acting upon a large number of bills 
from the Pensions Committee, the Senate ad­ 
journed till Monday. 
HOUSE. 
TIIE MILITARY BILL. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts oll'ered an 
amendment that the headquarters of the army 
shall never be removed from the national cap­ 
ital except in time of war. Rejected without 
division. The bill was then passed—ayes 119, 
nays 101. The only changes made in the bill 
as reported by Coburn on Saturday last are to 
insert the words “ except graduates of the 
Military AGadenty,” and to strike out Section 
21. 
Mr. BURCIIARD presented the report of 
the Conference Committee on the bill to facili­ 
tate the exportation of distilled spirits and 
amendatory of acts relating thereto. The com­ 
mittee’s report was substituted for the bill, 
which was agreed on. 
The House then resumed consideration of 
the Senate amendments to the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill, com­ 
mencing with amendments affecting the De­ 
partment of State, providing far a Third As­ 
sistant Secretary of State with a sularv of 
$3,500 and reclassifying the clerical force. 
The amendments were agreed-to—yeas 127, 
nays 70. 
The amendment to the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, imposing a fee 
of five dollars on passports, was concurred 
in; also, the Senate appropriation for postage 
.-tamps for use in the department; also, the 
Senate amendment authorizing court officers 
in the Southern District of New York to reside 
within twenty miles of their district; also, 
the Senate amendment authorizing the employ­ 
ment 
and payment 
by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice of a district attorney for 
performance of 
services not 
covered 
by their salaries or fees. The Senate 
amendmeut striking out the provision, ex­ 
cepting appropriations for rivers, harbors, 
lighthouses and public buildings, from re­ 
quirement as to unexpeuded balances being 
carried into the Treasury within two years of 
the date of the appropriation, and making 
the exception apply to the appropriation for 
the expenses of the treaty with Great Britian 
of May 8th, 1871, wa3 opposed by Conger of 
Michigan and Tremain of New York aud sup­ 
ported by Garfield of Ohio and was non-con- 
curred in. The bill no v goes to the Com­ 
mittee on Conference.

CUBA. 
A Draft Ordered. 
H avana, May 29.—A draft for 5,000 mili­ 
tia takes place next month. 
In an encounter with insurgents in the out­ 
skirts of Baire the Spaniards lost three killed 
and five wounded and took four prisouers. 


ITALY. 
DcatU of a Cardinal. 
Rome, May 29.—Cardinal Vannicclli is 
dead. 
The Italian Parliament will probably be dis­ 
solved in August. The Deputies of the Left 
will issue an address to the nation 
It is thought the Pope will sanction the par­ 
ticipation of Catholics in the next general 
election. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
Tlie Virginia* Affair. 
London, May 29. —The correspondence of 
the British Foreign Office arising out of the 
capture of the Virginius and the subsequent 
executions at Santiago de Cuba is officially 
published. It contains a dispatch of so late a 
dato as May 7th, 1874, sent by the Earl of 
Derby to Mr, Layard, the British Minuter at 
Madrid, in which the former says; »*Jn view 
of the grave difficulties of the government of 
Spjiin, Her Majesty’s government has hitherto 
been unwilling to press for an answer to its 
demand for an acknowledgment of the wrong 
dotjo and for compansation to the relatives of 
the victims who were subjects of Great Britain. 
We now trust that there will be no further 
delay on the part of the Spanish govern­ 
ment.” 


CANADA. 
Tlie T ax on Teas, 
TORONTO, May 29.—The deputation appoint­ 
ed at a meeting of tea importers to proceed 
to Ottawa and urge upon the government the 
necessity of re-imposing 10 per eeut. duty on 
teas imported from tlie United Stales held 
another meeting, and iu answer to their dis­ 
patch that they intended to wait upon the 
Premier at his convenience were informed it 
would bo qsejpsa. as the law could not be 
altered. It is stuted that travelers represent­ 
ing American houses arc already scouring the 
country for orders. 
Q u e b e c, May 29.—The Archbishop held a 
confirmation service at Gaol, when the mur- 
derer fc’phfnidt of New Y’ork, sentenced to be 
hanged oil the Jfitl; of June, received the sac­ 
ra mciit.

Afraid of flu- llonapurt isl*. 
P aris, May 29.—The Left Centre held a 
meeting to-day to consider means of opposing 
t’ie Bonapartists.

St. Louis, May 29.—Another exaiting scene 
occurred in tlie Presbyterian General Assem­ 
bly this morning. An overture from the Rock 
River, Illinois, Presbytery was presented which 
desired the Assembly to tell them if St. Paul’s 
language concerning preaching and praying 
of women shouitl be interpreted literally, and 
whether it applies to praying of women at 
weekly prayer meetings. 
Dr. Crosby, for the Committee on Overtures, 
said Y'es, except in special cases to be decided 
by the pastor; but many voices cried “ No, 
no !” 
Judge Drake said if the Scriptures spoko 
plainly and unequivocally on this subject for­ 
bidding women to speak or pray, then the 
answer should be No; if they did not, then it 
should be an emphatic Yes. [Applause]. 
Dr. Aikmau thought women should not 
speak or pray in public. 
Dr. Blinn of Troy, N. Y'., thought women 
were the greatest power in the church—in 
fact, the right hand of it. 
[Loud applause 
from the Assembly and galleries].

J. II. Sheffield A Son’* Vapor Mill 
Saugerties. 
One of tho largest manufacturing establish 
ments In the* county is the paper mill of J. B 
Sheffield A Son at Saugerties. 
It is besides 
one of the oldest established, tho original mill 
having been built as early as 1826, when 
Henry Barclay, who then owned a large por 
Hon of Saugerties, cut the remarkable race 
way through the rocks above the dam across 
the Esopus and securing an over-abundant 
and practically unfailing supply of water for 
his paper-mill, which occupied the site ot the 
protest one, on the Esopus just above the 
ferry slip. 
That was almost half a century 
ago, yet there are men In the mill to-day who 
commenced work with the first mill, and are 
as hale and hearty to-day as if they had not 
worked for nearly fifty years. 
In fact the 
business seems almost a specific for longevity, 
there being besides these Old Red Sandstone 
chaps, some who have been at work there 
regularly between thirty and forty years, pion 
ty between twenty and thirty, still more be 
tween ten and twenty, while none of the men 
have worked there less than a decade. 
We 
judge very few mills in this country can show 
similar statistics. The girls employed, how 
ever, do not show Hie same degree of stlcka 
liveness, the disposition to pair off being as 
strongly developed among them as in their 
sisters in other occupations, but some have 
drawn their regular stipend for a respectable 
number of yoars. 
The mill is a decidedly de 
airable place for working people, men or wo 
men, as it runs with exceptional regularity 
the mill having been idle not a week sipce it 
was rebuilt in February, 1873. 
It thus keeps 
60 men and 90 girls employed. 
The manu 
factnring part of the establishment is run 
night and day, but the packing room, in 
which are a large number of hands, is run iu 
the day-time except when specially busy. 
The old mill was burned down July 19 
1872, but In seven months the firm, with its 
noted enterprise and vigor,had the concern in 
operation again, since which time it bas run 
Almont without interruption. 
During those 
months nearly 1,000,000 brick were laid, and 
several manufacturing establishments were 
kept at work night and day making the new 
machinery, some of which is very expensive 
and even elegant, the paper-machine alone 
costing $20,000. Siuce tho mill was again 
started the hands have all been kept at work, 
thoro being no reduction inforco even through 
the pr.nIc. The building is an imposing brick 
structure of three stories and a peak, with two 
large wings, with slate roof. 
The main build­ 
ing is 40 by 150 feet, and the wings each 110 
feet long, one of them being 33 feet wide and 
the other 40. The ceilings are about 14 feet 
high throughout, making the rooms very airy 
and pleasant for the workmen, and are besides 
well ventilated by numerous windows. 
The 
motive power Is furnished by four Lcflel tur­ 
bine water wheels: one of 40 inches, one of 
26], and two of 15$; theso wheels give 300 
horae-jMJwer. 
The water supply is practically 
Inexhaustible, the mills not beginning to use 
ail that is at hand ready for work. 
The wa­ 
ler we J for cleansing is furnished by a spring 
one and a half miles away, and is brought to 
the mill by a large pipe ami stored in a reser­ 
voir eight feet deep and about sixty feet 
square, which holds 600,000 gallous. 
The 
water is very clear, and atlords a very marked 
contrast to that of the Esopus, which is quite 
muddy. 
The mill uses about four tons of rags daily, 
one-third of them being linen, which are 
bought abroad, and ibe other two-thirds cot­ 
ton, which are bought principally in the mid­ 
dle and western portions of the stale. 
The 
daily product of the mitt* is 6,500 pounds of 
writing paper. 
The rags are received in the 
upper story of one of the wings, and sent in­ 
to the next room, in which a largo force of 
women are at work sorting and separating 
them, having first passed through a dusting 
machine. They are then put through a cou­ 
ple of cutting machines, which chop them in­ 
to small pieces. From these machines they 
arc carried on an endless belt through another 
dusting machine, which blows bu incredible 
amount ot dirt 
out of 
them, 
ten per 
cent. of the weight of tho cleaued 
rugs 
brought in Hie mill proving dust, and there 
tieing It) to 15 lier cent, more of waste, rub­ 
bish, Ac. 
The rags are then dropped into 
the capacious maw of an immense rotary 
boiler, which turns around from sido lo aide, 
and not as the Shawangunk affair. 
There are 
two of these boilers.and they are very strong. 
They are each 6 feet by 16, and will bold three 
ton* of rags, from which amount by the help 
of steam, with a little lime aud soda ash they 
looseu the dirt every day. 
The pressure of 
steam is only 33 pounds. The rags come out 
quite dark, and are tumbled iuto two washers, 
into which constant streams of cliv11, fresh 
waler aru kept tunning. 
The rags are kept 
circulating uround 
the washers, 
passing 
through a heating roller which picks them 
apart something as I tit is picked by the fing­ 
ers, and under another machine which presses 
them down and oxiicls tho dirty water. 
Tile rags 
are 
then 
dropped 
from 
the 
washers, after being washed for six hours, 
into iiuge cement chests and covered with 
chloride of lime and left to bleach for a week. 
The resources of the establishment are so 
great that the contents of 141 washers can be 
kept bleaching at one time. 
The bleoohed 
rags are then put into Hie tanks for lieating 
into pulp and coloring, for which latter Prus­ 
sian ultramarine and carmine are us^d, and 
chemic lls are also added. The pulp is then 
placed iu a large tank, and mixed with a 
large quantity of water, and (lieu fed to the 
paper machine. 
It is so thin when it (tour* 
down on the machine that only experienced 
eyes can tell it is anything but water. 
The 
water is added so largely in order to spread 
it out evenly. As it pusses along it flows over 
a Foudriuier wire, which lets the water out, and 
after passing over a roller It may thenceforth 
bu considered paper. 
The pa|ier-macliine is a magnificent affair, 
a hundred feet long, very finely finished and 
completest) its operations, the pulp passing 
in at one end as thin as waler and issuing 
out at the oilier jmrfect writing palier with 
Hic exception of the finish to be imparled by 
the calenders. 
Tim stream of palier is eighty 
indies wide, and after passing the “ dandy ” 
roll, which imparls the watermark, goes over 
about 400 feet of rollers, before it reaches the 
cutters, which it does in about five minutes. 
This long broad ribbon of paper has lieeu 
kept running for five days aud nights without 
a break. 
Unlike some palier processes this is 
dried on the machine. 
Aller leaving the machine the palier goes 
iuto the calender room, where 9 calenders, 
attended each by two girls, are steadily at 
work. Tile calender machines arc composed 
of six rollers, half of them paper-rollera aud 
the other half «b:lled-iron, and are pretty, as 
are also most of the attendants. 
In the same 
room arc six ruling machines, which eau turn 
out half a million sheets of note or letter lis­ 
per every day. 
The girls work by the foot, 
aud pile up from 20 to 40 feet of palier in 
sheets daily. 
After leaving this room the pa­ 
per goes iuto the packing room, where it is 
sorted into perfect, medium and ordinary, 
counted in quires, folded, pressed, stamped, 
wrapped and cased. 
The mill has been owued since 1351 by 
J. IL Sheffield, aud tho business is run

J . U. S h effield Sc Son’ * l*aper lililí, 
Saugerties. 
One of the largest manufacturing establish­ 
ments in the* county Is the paper mill of J. B. 
Sheffield & Son at Saugerties. 
It is besides 
one of Ihe oldest established, the original mill 
having been built as early as 1826, when 
Henry Barclay, who then owned a large por­ 
tion of Saugerties, cut the remarkable race­ 
way through the rocks above the dam across 
the Esopus and securing an over-abundant 
and practically unfailing supply of water for 
bis paper-mill, which occupied the site ot the 
present one, on the Esopus ju3t above the 
ferry slip. 
That was almost half a century 
ago, yet there are men in the mill to-day who 
commenced work with the first mill, and are 
as hale and hearty to-day as if they had not 
worked for nearly fifty years. 
In fact the 
business seems almost a specific for longevity, 
there being besides these Old Red Sandstone 
chaps, some who have been at work there 
regularly between thirty and forty years, plen­ 
ty between twenty and thirty, still more be­ 
tween ten and twenty, while none of the men 
have worked there less than a decade. 
We 
judge very few mills in this country can show 
similar statistics. 
The girls employed, how­ 
ever, do not show the same degree of sticka- 
liveness, the disposition to pair ofl being as 
strongly developed among them as in their 
sisters in other occupations, but some have 
drawn their regular stipend for a respectable 
number of years. 
The mill is a decidedly de­ 
sirable place for working people, men or wo­ 
men, as it runs with exceptional regularity, 
the mill having been idle not a week sipce it 
wa3 rebuilt in February, 1873. 
It thus keeps 
60 men and 90 girls employed. 
The manu­ 
facturing part of the establishment is run 
night and day, but the packing room, in 
which are a large number of hands, is run iu 
the day-time except when specially busy. 
The old mill was burned dowu July 19, 
1872, but in seven months the firm, with its 
noted enterprise and vigor,had the concern in 
operation again, since which time it has run 
almost without interruption. 
During those 
months nearly 1,000,000 brick were laid, and 
several manufacturing establishments were 
kept at work night and day making the new 
machinery, some of which is very expensive 
and even elegant, the paper-machine alone 
costing $20,000. 
Since the mill was again 
started the hands have all been kept at work, 
there being no reduction in Torco even through 
the panic. 
The building is an imposing brick 
structure of three stories and a peak, with two 
large wings, with slate roof. 
The main build- 
is 40 by 150 feet, and the wings each 110

A man by the name of Van Deán, who 
lives near the Rosendale Plains, is the owner 
of a mule—a mule that has several limes 
shown extraordinary traits for that kind of 
animal, but no one ever imagined he would 
be guilty of such a piece or indiscretion as 
we are about to record. 
On Wednesday 
night this mule mauaged to leave his master’s 
barn and started ofl- on a trip by himself.

feet long, one of them being 33 feet wide and 
the other 40. 
The ceilings are about 14 feet 
high throughout, making the rooms very airy 
ami pleasant for the workmen, and are besides 
well ventilated by numerous windows. 
The 
motive power is furnished by four Leflel tur­ 
bine water wheels: one of 40 inches, one of 
26J, and two of 15}; theso wheels give 300 
borse-power. 
The water supply is practically 
inexhaustible, the mills not beginning to use 
all that is at hand ready for work. 
The wa­ 
ter use! for cleansing is furnished by a spring 
one and a half miles away, and is brought to 
the mill by a large pipe and stored in a reser­ 
voir eight feet deep and about sixty feet 
square, which holds 600,000 gallons. 
The 
water is very clear, and atlords a very marked 
contrast to that of the Esopus, which is quite 
muddy. 
The mill uses about four tons of rags daily, 
one-third of them being linen, which are 
bought abroad, and ihe other two-thirds cot­ 
ton, which are bought principally iu the mid­ 
dle and western portions of the state. 
The 
daily product of the miHs is 6,500 pounds of 
writing paper. 
The rags are received in the 
upper story of one of the wings, and sent in­ 
to the next room, in which a large force of 
women are at work sorting and separating 
them, having first passed through a dusting 
machine. 
They are then put through a cou­ 
ple of cutting machines, which chop them in­ 
to small pieces. 
From these machines they 
are carried on an endless belt through another 
dusting machine, which blows au incredible 
amount ot uirt 
out of 
them, 
ten 
per 
cent, of tho weight of the cleaued 
rags 
brought in the mill proving dust, and there 
being 10 to 15 per cent, more of waste, rub­ 
bish, &c. 
The rags are then dropped into 
tho capacious maw of an immense rotary 
boiler, which turns around from side to side, 
and not as the Shawangunk aflair. 
There are 
two of these boilers,and they are very strong. 
They are each 6 feet by 16, and will bold three 
tons of rags, from which amount by the help 
of steam, with a little lime and soda ash they 
loosen the dirt every day. 
The pressure of 
steam is only 38 pounds. 
Tiie rags come out 
quite dark, and are tumbled into two washers, 
into which coustant streams of clc^m, fresh 
water are kept running. 
The rags are kept 
circulating around 
the washers, 
passing 
through a beating roller which picks them 
apart something as lint is picked by the fing­ 
ers, and under another machine which presses 
them down and expels tho 
dirty water. 
The 
rags 
are 
then 
dropped 
from 
the 
washers, after beiug washed for six hours, 
into huge cement chests and covered with 
chloride of lime and left to bleach for a week. 
The resources of the establishment are so 
reat that the contents of 144 washers can be 
kept bleaching at one time. 
The bleaohed 
rags arc then put into the tanks for heating 
into pulp and coloring, for which latter Prus­ 
sian ultramarine and carmino are used, and 
chemicals are also added. 
The pulp is then 
placed in a large tank, and mixed with a 
large quantity of water, and then fed to the 
paper machine. 
It is so thin when it pours 
down on the machine that only experienced 
eyes can tell it is anything but water. 
The 
water is added so largely in order to spread 
it out evenly. As it passes along it flows over 
a Foudriuier wire, which lets the water out, and 
after passiug over a roller it may thenceforth 
be considered paper. 
The paper-machine is a magnificent aflair, 
a hundred feet long, very finely finished and 
completejn its operations, the pulp passin, 
in at one end as thin as water and issuin 
out at the other perfect writing paper with 
the exception of the finish to be imparted by 
the calenders. 
The stream of paper is eighty 
inches wide, and after passing the “ dandy ” 
roll, which imparls the water-mark, goes over 
about 400 feet of rollers, before it reaches the 
cutters, which it does in about five minutes. 
This long broad ribbon of paper has been 
kept running for live days and nights without 
a break. 
Unlike some paper processes this is 
dried on the machine. 
After leaving the machine the paper goes 
into llie calender room, where 9 calenders, 
attended each by two girls, are steadily at 
work. 
The calender machines are composed 
of six rollers, half of them paper-rollers and 
the other half elr.lled-iron, and are pretty, as 
are also most of the attendants. 
In the same 
room are six ruling machines, which can turn 
out half a million sheets of note or letter pa­ 
per every day. 
The girls work by the foot, 
and pile up from 20 to 40 feet of paper in 
sheets daily. 
After leaving this room the pa­ 
per goes into the packing room, where it is 
sorted into perfect, medium and ordinary, 
counted in quires, folded, pressed, stamped, 
wrapped and cased. 


The mill has been owned since 1851 by 
J. B. Sheffield, and the business is run 
by 
J. B. Sheffield 
& Son, 
Mr. W. R. 
Sheffield 
being j the very efficient Mana­ 
ger. 
It requires a capital of $300,000 to run 
it. 
The machinery is very costly, over f 75,- 


000 having been expended in this fine since 
the fire. 
The firm employ no agents, but sell 
their paper direct from the mill. 
No firm in the country is more highly re­ 
spected than J. B. Sheffield & Son, their pro­ 
bity, square dealing and enterprise being pro­ 
verbial. 
Their paper sells all over the ooun- 
try and has a good reputation. 
The firm are 


also noted fdr their kindness to their eHtyloy- 
ees, and to the village oí Saugertios B*e mill 
is such a substantial prop that its destruction 
by fire was considered a public calamity.
